“SEC. 2. PURPOSES.

“The purposes of this Act are—

“(1) to support State efforts to improve the pro-
vision of assistive technology to individuals with dis-
abilities through comprehensive statewide programs of
technology-related assistance, for indiwiduals with dis-
abilities of all ages, that are designed to—

“(A) increase the availability of, funding

Jfor, access to, provision of, and training about

assistive technology devices and assistive tech-

nology services;
“(B) increase the ability of individuals with

disabilities of all ages to secure and maintain
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possession of assistie technology devices as such
mdwiduals make the transition between services
offered by educational or human service agencies
or between settings of daily living (for example,
between home and work);

“(C) increase the capacity of public agen-
cies and private entities to provide and pay for
assistive technology devices and assistive tech-
nology services on a statewide basis for individ-
uals with disabilities of all ages;

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tices, procedures, and organizational structures

that facilitate the availability or provision of as-

sistive technology devices and assistive technology

“(G) increase awareness and knowledge of
the benefits of assistive technology devices and
assistive technology services among targeted indi-
viduals and entities and the general population;

“(2) to provide States and protection and advo-
cacy systems with financial assistance that supports
programs designed to maximize the ability of individ-
wals with disabilities and thewr family wmembers,
guardians, advocates, and authorized representatives
to obtain assistive technology devices and assistive
technology services.

“(2) AMERICAN INDIAN CONSORTIUM.—The term
‘American Indian consortium’ means an entity that
1s an American Indian Consortium (as defined in
section 102 of the Developmental Disabilities Assist-
ance and Bill of Rights Act of 2000 (42 U.S.C.

“(4) ASSISTIVE TECHNOLOGY DEVICE.—The term
‘assistive technology device’ means any item, piece of
equipment, or product system, whether acquired com-
mercially, modified, or customized, that 1s used to in-
crease, maintain, or vmprove functional capabilities
of individuals with disabilities.

“(5) ASSISTIVE TECHNOLOGY SERVICE.—The
term ‘assistive technology service’ means any service
that directly assists an indwidual with a disability
m the selection, acquisition, or use of an assistive
technology device. Such term includes—

“(A) the evaluation of the assistive tech-
nology needs of an dividual with a disability,
meluding a functional evaluation of the vmpact
of the provision of appropriate assistive tech-
nology and appropriate services to the indi-
vidual i the customary environment of the indi-

vidual;
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“(B) a service consisting of purchasing,
leasing, or otherwise providing for the acquisi-
tion of assistive technology devices by individ-
wals with disabilities;

“(C) a service consisting of selecting, de-
signing, fitting, customizing, adapting, apply-
mg, maimtaining, repairing, replacing, or donat-
g assistive technology devices;

“(D) coordination and wuse of mnecessary
therapies, interventions, or services with assistive
technology devices, such as therapies, interven-
tions, or services associated with education and
rehabilitation plans and programs;

“(E) training or technical assistance for an
mdwidual with a disability or, where appro-
priate, the family members, guardians, advo-
cates, or authorized representatives of such an
mdwidual;

“(F) training or technical assistance for
professionals  (including indiwviduals  providing
education and rehabilitation services and entities
that manufacture or sell assistive technology de-
vices), employers, providers of employment and
training services, or other individuals who pro-

vide services to, employ, or are otherwise sub-
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stantially mmvolved in the major life functions of
mdwviduals with disabilities; and
“(G) a service consisting of expanding the
avarlability of access to technology, including
electronic and information technology, to indi-
viduals with disabilities.

“(6) CAPACITY BUILDING AND ADVOCACY ACTIVI-

TIES.—The term ‘capacity building and advocacy ac-

tivities” means efforts that—

“(A) result in laws, requlations, policies,
practices, procedures, or organizational struc-
tures that promote consumer-responsive pro-
grams or entities; and

“(B) facilitate and increase access to, provi-
sion of, and funding for, assistive technology de-
vices and assistive technology services, in order
to empower individuals with disabilities to
achieve greater independence, productivity, and
mtegration and inclusion within the community
and the workforce.

“(7) COMPREHENSIVE STATEWIDE PROGRAM OF

TECHNOLOGY-RELATED ASSISTANCE.—The term ‘com-
prehensive statewide program of technology-related as-

sistance’ means a conswmer-responsive program of
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technology-related assistance for indiwiduals with dis-
abilities that—

“(B) s equally available to all individuals
with disabilities residing in the State, regardless

“(A) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding para-
graph (1)(A) and subject to subparagraph (B), a
State may use funds that the State receives
under a grant awarded under this section to
carry out any 2 or more of the actwities de-
seribed in paragraph (2).

“(B) SPEciAL  RULE.—Notwithstanding

“SEC. 5. GRANTS FOR PROTECTION AND ADVOCACY SERV-

ICES RELATED TO ASSISTIVE TECHNOLOGY.

“(b) RESERVATION; DISTRIBUTION.—
“(1) RESERVATION.—For each fiscal year, the

Secretary shall reserve, from the amounts made avail-
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able to carry out this section under section 9(b)(2)(B),

such sums as may be necessary to carry out para-
graph (4).

“(2) POPULATION BASIS.—From the funds ap-
propriated for this section for a fiscal year and re-
maining after the reservation requirved by paragraph
(1) has been made, the Secretary shall make a grant
to a protection and advocacy system within each
State in an amount bearing the same ratio to the re-
marning funds as the population of the State bears to
the population of all States.

“(3) MINIMUMS.—Subject to the availability of
appropriations and paragraph (5), the amount of a
grant to a protection and advocacy system under
paragraph (2) for a fiscal year shall—

“(A) wn the case of a protection and advo-
cacy system located in American Samoa, Guam,

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“(A) IN GENERAL—The Secretary shall
make grants to the protection and advocacy sys-
tem serving the American Indian Consortium to
provide services in accordance with this section.

“(5) ADJUSTMENTS.—For each fiscal year in
which the total amount appropriated under section

preceding fiscal year, the Secretary shall increase
each of the minvmum grant amounts described in sub-
paragraphs (A) and (B) of paragraph (3) by a per-
centage equal to the percentage increase wn the total
amount appropriated under section 9 to carry out
this section for the preceding fiscal year and such
total amount for the fiscal year for which the deter-
mination 1s being made.

“(c) DIRECT PAYMENT.—Notwithstanding any other

22 provision of law, the Secretary shall pay directly to any

23 protection and advocacy system that complies with this sec-

24 tion, the total amount of the grant made for such system
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1 under this section, unless the system provides otherwise for

2 payment of the grant amount.
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“(d) CARRYOVER; PROGRAM INCOME.—

“(1) CARRYOVER.—Any amount paid to an eli-
gible system for a fiscal year under this section that
remains unobligated at the end of such fiscal year
shall remain avarlable to such system for obligation
during the subsequent fiscal year.

“(2) PROGRAM INCOME.—Program income gen-
erated from any amount paid to an eligible system
Jor a fiscal year shall—

“(A) remain available to the eligible system
until expended and be considered an addition to
the grant; and

“(B) only be used to improve the awareness
of mdividuals with disabilities about the accessi-
bility of assistive technology and assist such in-
diwiduals i the acquisition, utilization, or
maintenance of assistive technology devices or as-
sistive technology services.

“(e) REPORT TO SECRETARY.—An entity thatl receives
a grant under this section shall annually prepare and sub-

“(a) GENERAL ADMINISTRATION.—

“(1) IN GENERAL— Notwithstanding any other
provision of law, the Administrator of the Admainis-
tration for Community Living shall be responsible for

the administration of this Act.

“(2) COLLABORATION.—The Administrator of the
Admanistration for Community Living shall consult
with the Office of Special Education Programs of the
Department of Education, the Rehabilitation Services

Admanistration of the Department of Education, the
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Office of Disability Ewmployment Policy of the De-
partment of Labor, the National Institute on Dis-
ability, Independent Living, and Rehabilitation Re-
search, and other appropriate Federal entities in the

administration of this Act.

“(3) ADMINISTRATION.

“(A) IN GENERAL.—In admainistering this
Act, the Administrator of the Administration for
Community Living shall ensure that programs
Junded under this Act will address—

“(1) the needs of individuals with all
types of disabilities and across the lifespan;
and

“(11) the use of assistive technology in
all potential environments, including em-
ployment, education, and community liv-
g, or for other reasons.

“(B) FUNDING LIMITATIONS.—For each fis-
cal year, not more than /2 of 1 percent of the
total funding appropriated for this Act shall be
used by the Administrator of the Admainistration
for Community Living to support the adminis-
tration of this Act.

“(b) REVIEW OF PARTICIPATING ENTITIES.—
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“(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall assess
the extent to which entities that receive grants under
this Act are complying with the applicable require-
ments of this Act and achieving measurable goals that
are consistent with the requirements of the grant pro-

grams under which the entities received the grants.

“(2) PROVISION OF INFORMATION.—To assist the
Secretary in carrying out the responsibilities of the
Secretary under this section, the Secretary may re-
quire States to provide relevant information, includ-
g the information required under subsection (d).
“(¢) CORRECTIVE ACTION AND SANCTIONS.—

“(1) CORRECTIVE ACTION.—If the Secretary de-
termines that an entity that recewes a grant wunder
this Act fails to substantially comply with the appli-
cable requirements of this Act, or to make substantial
progress toward achieving the measurable goals de-
seribed in subsection (b)(1) with respect to the grant
program, the Secretary shall assist the entity, through
technical assistance funded under section 6 or other
means, within 90 days after such determination, to
develop a corrective action plan.

“(2) SANCTIONS.—If the entity fails to develop
and comply with a corrective action plan described in

paragraph (1) during a fiscal year, the entity shall
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be subject to 1 of the following corrective actions se-
lected by the Secretary:

“(A) Partial or complete termination of
Junding under the grant program, until the enti-
ty develops and complies with such a plan.

“(B) Ineligibility to participate in the
grant program in the following year.

“(C) Reduction in the amount of funding
that may be used for indirect costs under section
4 for the following year.

“(D) Required redesignation of the lead
agency designated under section 4(c)(1) or an
entity responsible for administering the grant
program.

“(3) APPEALS PROCEDURES.—The Secretary
shall establish appeals procedures for entities that are
determaned to be in noncompliance with the applica-
ble requirements of this Act, or have not made sub-
stantial progress toward achieving the measurable
goals described in subsection (b)(1).

“(4) SECRETARIAL ACTION.—As part of the an-
nual report required under subsection (d), the Sec-
retary shall describe each such action taken wunder
paragraph (1) or (2) and the outcomes of each such

action.
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“(5) PUBLIC NOTIFICATION.—The Secretary shall

notify the public, by posting on the internet website
of the Department of Health and Human Services, of
each action taken by the Secretary under paragraph
(1) or (2). As a part of such notification, the Sec-
retary shall describe each such action taken under
paragraph (1) or (2) and the outcomes of each such
action.

“(d) ANNUAL REPORT TO CONGRESS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than December 31
of each year, the Secretary shall prepare, and submit
to the President and to the Committee on Health,
Education, Labor, and Pensions of the Senate and the
Committee on Education and Labor of the House of
Representatives, a report on the actwities funded
under this Act to improve the access of assistive tech-
nology devices and assistive technology services to in-
dwviduals with disabilities.

“(2) CONTENTS.—Such report shall include—

“(A) a compilation and summary of the in-

Jormation provided by the States in annual

progress reports submatted under section 4(f);

and

“(B) a summary of the State applications

described in section 4(d) and an analysis of the
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progress of the States in meeting the measurable
goals established in State applications under sec-
tion 4(d)(3)(C).

“(e) CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing wn this section shall be
construed to affect the enforcement authority of the Sec-
retary, another Federal officer, or a court under part D
of the General Education Provisions Act (20 U.S.C. 1234
et seq.) or other applicable law.

“(f) EFFECT ON OTHER ASSISTANCE.—This Act may
not be construed as authorizing a Federal or State agency
to reduce meduical or other assistance available, or to alter
eligibility for a benefit or service, under any other Federal
law.

“SEC. 9. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS; RESERVA-
TIONS AND DISTRIBUTION OF FUNDS.

“(a) IN GENERAL—There are authorized to be appro-

priated to carry out this Act—
“(1) $60,000,000 for fiscal year 2022; and
“(2) such sums as may be necessary for each of

fiscal years 2023 through 2026.

“(b) RESERVATIONS AND DISTRIBUTION OF FUNDS.—
Of the funds made available under subsection (a) to carry
out this Act and subject to subsection (c), the Secretary

shall—
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1 “(1) reserve an amount equal to 3 percent of
2 such available funds to carry out section 6(b)(1) and
3 section 6(b)(2); and

4 “(2) of the amounts remaining after the reserva-
5 tion under paragraph (1)—

6 “(A) use 85.5 percent of such amounts to
7 carry out section 4; and

8 “(B) use 14.5 percent of such amounts to
9 carry out section 5.
10 “(e¢) Limir FOR PROJECTS OF NATIONAL SIGNIFI-
11 caNcE—In any fiscal year for which the amount made
12 available under subsection (a) exceeds $49,000,000 the Sec-

retary may reserve an amount, which shall not exceed the
14 lesser of the excess amount made available or $2,000,000,
15 for section 7 before carrying out subsection (b).”.
